MURDER OF A CHINAMAN IN 
EAST STREET. 

A West Indion seaman named John De- 
lanchi, about 2¢ years of uge,'was brought 
before Me Wodehouse in the Police Court 
this morning, charged with the murder of 
Cheang Achun (24), a cook. It appenrs 
that the prisoner went into ® second-hand 
clothes shop in Eust Street, about six 
v’elock last night, ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of making » purchasy, and stele a 
shirt. He was pursued by the cook into 
the stroet, wlivre bo stabbed his pursner 
with « tablo knife. The wounded man was 
taken te the Civil Hospital, where he died 
at 2 o'clock this mornmg. 

Cheung Hai, shupman, said—T am om- 
ployed in a svcond-hand clothes shop at 
No, 12 Eust Street. Abont six o'clock last 
night the prisoner came to our shop to bay 
some clothing, My. muster showed him 
three shirts which ho eflered at 50 cents 
each. Prisoner tovk up one of the shirts 
and ranaway. I was standing at the end 
of the counter. LT asked the conk to chase 
after him, which be did, and I follow, 

I saw the cok catch hold of prisoner’s left 
hand, and defendant with his right hand 
took a knife from his pocket and stabbed 
the cook in-the left side of the chest. The 
evok let the prisuncr gu and cried ‘I am 
stabbed.’ Atthe same time the prisoner 
ran away aud [ chased after him, When I 
got close to him he turned round and 
struck at.me with the knife, which he bad 
kopt in his hand, cutting me on the left 
hand. Icontinued to chase him, and whan 
che oame' to Yy Yam Inne he threw the 
knife into the basement floor of a house 
there, . I still kept on chasing him, and in 
going up Haat Street I aaw a policeman to 
whom I called to atop the prisonor, and ho 


did so. I never lust sight of the. prisoner 
the whole time, He only struck the cook 
one bluw. He stabbed him with all his 
force. I went back and found the koife, 
and the knife in Court ia the une in ques- 
tion, It wasstained with blood as it is 
now.

23rd February, 1889.

peror Tair Kuang, had an apuplectic seizure 
lust week, and na: the attack was sevare his 
condition i¢ regarded xa precnrious. The 
young Emperor paid: his afflicted uncle 
visit on the 18th instant. ‘The Prince is a 
rather old compound ; fearless, outapoken, 
anstoro in some: ways, but.tykiug ‘ for his 
stomach’s snke’ (na the’ Apostle Paul saya 
in a doprecating sort of way, perhaps to 
please tho Bine Ribbons of his day) not ‘a 
little wine,’ and like Diogenos in his tub, a 
railer at the fullics of mou, also ostentati- 
ously proud uf what, for him, may be 
deemed poverty, iso great favourite with 
the high cast Manchus, and by them is 
deemed, notwithstanding his rough, un- 
courtly, and rather sulacious or crapyluus 
apecch, to be au fond, wise, Heis in any 
way a truthful, sincere, and manly sort of 
man, atd-probably has shown fis real 
common sense in abstaining througheut 
hia life from politics.
